Washington.—The 
onmmis-Mon 
ap- 
point*-*! by congress a year ago to re- 
elassify the employees of the federal 
government and fix salary grades ex­ 
pect# to complete its work within the 
next 60 days. 
Tin* commission has 
studied 107,000 positions of employees 
of all ranks in scientific, administra­ 
tive, clerical, skilled trades and other 
services. 
These positions arc those of j 
the employees of the central govern* 
ment of the United States, and there-' 
lore the work of the commission is of 
really great national importance. The 
law requires the commission to report 
such proposed reclassification of posi­ 
tions and readjust ment of compensa­ 
tion as will "provide uniform and 
equitable pay for the same character 
of employment." 
This means equitable justice not 
alone to the employees, but also to the 
taxpayers. 
This mandate, of course,
